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Every decision made at a World Radiocommunication Conference (WRC) represents years of
collaboration and hard work between federal agencies, the telecommunications industry, and our regional
and international partners.

Today, we propose to harmonize our domestic 24 GHz rules with the unwanted emission limits in
Resolution 750 adopted at WRC-19, four years ago. This step furthers our domestic and international
goals — continued wireless innovation and protection of critical services that creates economic prosperity
for American consumers and businesses, and global collaborations that reflect our leadership
internationally.

I look forward to working with all stakeholders to make the harmonization process a success.
